The resolu- 
tion promised by the leader of the op- 
position during the badge: déebite, and

and that of vis party as being pledged 
to 2 distinct policy of high ‘tariff, 

Whatever the resolution may have 
lacked in definiteness as establish ng 
this point was made up by the spogches 
in debate and by the further resoln- 
tion efierwards proposed’ by the lead- 
er of the cpporition, declaring espec- 
jally for protective dutics in favor of 
the produciioa of raw. iron The ex- 
4ninister of public works vo.ed for both 
these resolutions, and was the only 
ynember reckoned as a foliower of the 
government who did so. This shonrld 
have sufficed to make bis position 
clear. but still he was not satisfied 1nd 
out-Heroded Herol in his declaration 
for unlimited protective duties in the 
following resolution ;— 

“This House desires to express the 
opinion that im order to assure the 
permanency and the further progress 
ot the ezistinzg imdustries, as well as 
the creaiion of many mew .ones_ that 
only wait the proper policy to spring 
up to inspire greater confidence to 
Canadian, British and foreign cap tal; 
to secure for the farmers now tilling 
our soil and those that we invite to 
share the blessing of our irsiitutions 
and the wealth that providence has 
pieced at our 4isposal, the ful) advan- 
tages of 2 prosperous home market ; to 
compiy with the legitimate desire of 
the working classes to see their labor 
rewarded by fair and uninterrupted 
,wages and by comfort in their fami- 
lies: to render impossible the slaugh- 
tering of our markets by the produce 
of foreign mdustries, of foreign com- 
bines. of foreign agriculture and of 
cheap labor countries; to bring about 
a quicker development and a more ra- 
pid expansion of our vast resources; 
tc promote closer commercial relations 
between the different provinces of the 
Dominion and between the Dominion 
and the mother country ; oe 

“It is the boueden and imperative 
duty of the government ‘to revise and 
readjust, without delay, the present 
tariff in euch a manner as to leave no 
doutt as to the determination of the 
Canadian peorle to adogt and maintain 
a. fiscal policy adequately and firmly 
protective of the large national] inter- 
est at stake. And also to curry out 
an energetic transportation policy 
which will give to our merchandise and 
producte “of all kinds, commodious, 
quick and cheao ‘ccess to the markets 
of our country and ‘o those of fareign 
natioas trading with us,” 

Ge had followed the oppostion in the 
two instances, but now he was bound 
that the opposition should foilow, him, 
and they did to a man; while for the 
third time he was the oaly member on 
the government side voting with the 
oppaition for the pohcy of Sycalled 
“adequate” protection, ot herwis 4 pro- 
hibitive tariff.
